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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Application 

The appeal brief filed on July 31 st , 2009 has been entered. Claims 18-37 remain pending 
and presented for examination on the merits. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the 
finality of the rejection of the last Office action set forth in the appeal brief is persuasive and, 
therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 18-37 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's invention 
is drawn to a method, which means that every limitation in the claim language bears patentable 
weight and thus the applicant is narrowed only to the process as specifically recited by the 
claims. That being said, as the applicant claims very specific limitations, the closest prior art of 
record was the Von Blucher reference, US Patent Pub. No. 2003/0092560. The Von Blucher 
does qualify as prior art under a 102(b) date, i.e. the publication date (5/15/03) was over a year 
before the applicant's PCT filing date (7/24/04); however, as the applicant has adequately shown, 
Von Blucher is clearly drawn to a discontinuous process, which is the opposite of the current 
invention, drawn to a continuous process. The use of Von Blucher would then be an instance of 
"teaching away" from the current invention. Furthermore, no other prior art of record taught the 
specific claim limitations of the current invention. Hence, the current application's claims are 
determined to be allowable.
